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That  nimble,  wily  monkey  is  back  again

On  Tuesday,  February  4,  the  Year  of 
the  Monkey  -  4690  in  the  Asian  lunar 
calendar  -  will  swing  into  existence.  Its 
agile,  lively  energy  will  be  necessary 
during  this  recession  year  of  rising  un¬ 
employment,  cutbacks  and  business 
failures. 

"During  depressed  times,  you  need 
the  qualities  of  the  monkey,"  says 
Catherine  Hsu,  executive  director  of 
the  Chinese  Culture  Connection,  Inc. 
"We  need  to  stay  fresh  and  playful  and 
keep  a  sense  of  humor.” 

Hsu  adds,  "a  Depression  can  be 
very  bad  for  Americans.  But  Chinese 
have  been  through  many  hard  times.  If 
you  know  who  you  are  and  where  you 
come  from,  it  will  carry  you  through. 
That’s  called  tradition." 

And  tradition  states  that  in  the  year 
2698  B.C.,  the  Emperor’s  prime  mini¬ 
ster  fixed  the  twelve  signs  of  the 
Chinese  zodiac  as  the  rat,  ox,  tiger,  rab¬ 
bit,  dragon,  snake,  horse,  goat,  monkey, 
rooster,  dog  and  boar.  Unlike  the 
monthly  signs  of  the  Western  zodiac, 
the  animals  for  the  Chinese  zodiac  are 
thought  to  influence  a  whole  year.  The 
challenge  is  to  make  rise  of  the  animals’ 
best  attributes. 

In  the  coming  year,  Hsu  predicts 
that  newcomers  will  find  life  in  the 
United  States  even  more  difficult.  "Jobs 
are  lacking  and  people  are  more 
resentful  during  harsh  times,"  she  says. 
"I’m  afraid  minority  people  will  be¬ 
come  scapegoats.  When  there  are  lots 
of  jobs,  the  majority  doesn’t  mind  the 
minority.  But  when  opportunities  are 
limited,  the  majority  resents  the 
minority." 

1992  will  be  another  tough  year, 
agrees  David  Moy,  director  of  the 
Quincy  School  Community  Council. 
"My  hope  is  that  public  officials  recog¬ 


nize  this  and  put  into  place  policies  that 
turn  the  economy  around  and  in  the 
meantime  support  the  working  families 
of  our  country.  Let’s  hope  officials  ex¬ 
hibit  the  best  qualities  of  the  monkey  - 
to  be  observant  and  intelligent.  P.S.  - 
it’s  an  election  year." 

"The  coming  year  will  present  both 
challenges  and  opportunities  for  Asian 
Americans,"  according  to  Regina  F. 
Lee,  director  of  the  Massachusetts  Of¬ 
fice  for  Refugees  and  Immigrants.  "The 
demographics  show  that  the  Asian 
American  population  has  grown  great¬ 
ly.  Our  main  task  will  be  to  define  a 
unified  Asian  agenda  with  our  strength 
through  numbers.  It’s  only  if  we  work 
together  that  we  can  become  em¬ 
powered." 

Mary  Soo  Hoo,  member  of  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council,  believes  that  this  increase  of 
Asian  Americans  has  changed  the  face 
of  Chinatown.  "The  Asian  community 
in  Boston  has  grown  so  rapidly  I  don’t 
think  we  can  get  a  grip  on  everyone. 
Years  ago,  you  could  walk  down  the 
street  in  Chinatown  and  know 
everybody." 

Now  even  Chinatown  can  be  a  lonely 
place  for  a  new  immigrant.  All  the  ESL 
classes  have  waiting  lists  says  Soo  Hoo, 
and  there  aren’t  enough  jobs  for  im¬ 
migrants.  "But  we  Chinese  people  have 
come  a  long  way.  Immigrants  come  and 
work  as  laborers,  their  children 
graduate  from  high  school,  and  their 
grandchildren  graduate  from  college. 
We  need  to  keep  using  the  qualities  of 
the  monkey  -  to  be  clever  and  intel¬ 
ligent." 

This  is  also  a  special  year  for  those 
born  in  1908,  1920,  1932,  1944,  1956, 
1968  and  1980.  For  example,  Boston 
fifth-grader  Helen  Hoilun  Luu  whose 
12th  birthday  will  be  in  October,  says: 
"I  think  it’s  good  to  be  born  in  the  Year 


of  the  Monkey.  I  like  monkeys.  They’re 
fun-loving  and  I  like  fun.  They  like  to 
play,  they  like  to  jump  around  and 
climb  and  move  fast.  They’re  smart  and 
I’m  smart  too.  School  is  not  that  hard. 
I  think  this  will  be  a  good  year  for  me." 

Adults  tend  to  downplay  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  their  horoscope,  but  they 
too  are  aware  of  its  meaning. 

Melody  Tsang,  program  counselor 
at  the  Chinese  American  Civic  As¬ 
sociation,  says:  "I  was  born  a  few  days 
before  the  end  of  the  Year  of  the 
Monkey,  so  I  am  also  influenced  by  the 
next  animal  in  the  cycle,  the  chicken. 
The  monkey  responds  very  quickly  to  a 
situation.  This  is  good  because  you 
catch  on  to  things  quickly.  But  some¬ 
times  it’s  bad,  as  when  you  say  some¬ 
thing  you  wish  you  could  take  back." 

"This  is  my  life  year,"  says  Qian  Hu, 
Ph.D.  candidate  in  linguistics  at  Boston 
University.  "I  have  plans  for  the  year 
anyway,  not  just  because  it  is  my  life 
year.  But  your  life  year  reminds  you 
that  time  is  passing,  that  time  is  flying. 

"Last  year,  the  birth  rate  was  low  in 
China  because  the  ram  is  not  in  the 
upper  hierarchy  of  animals.  This  year, 
people  predict  a  burst  of  babies  in 
China  because  the  monkey  is  a  higher 
animal.  The  tiger  dominates  the  whole 
hierarchy,  but  when  the  tiger  is  absent, 
the  monkey  dominates." 

New  Year’s  is  also  the  Asian 
community’s  most  significant  celebra¬ 
tion.  It  is  a  time  for  family  gatherings 
and  an  opportunity  to  reaffirm  one’s 
cultural  heritage.  To  kick  off  the  new 
year,  the  Chinese  Culture  Institute  at 


276  Tremont  Street  in  Boston  will  show 
an  exhibition  entitled  "The  Monkey  in 
Chinese  Paintings."  Running  the  whole 
month  of  February,  the  works  are  all  by 
Boston-area  artist  Chi  Lau  Tsang.  "The 
monkey  is  a  popular  subject  for 
Chinese  painters,"  says  Institute 
founder  and  president  Doris  Chu.  "The 
subject  of  animals  is  one  of  the  various 
categories  of  Chinese  painting  and  the 
monkey  is  the  favorite,  followed  by  the 
tiger  and  lion." 

Another  New  Year’s  tradition  is  to 
make  a  wish  for  the  coming  year. 

"The  monkey  is  the  emblem  of  trick¬ 
ery,"  says  Chu.  "According  to  the  Jour¬ 
ney  to  the  West,  one  of  the  four  major 
classical  novels  of  China,  the  monkey 
has  many  tricks  to  change  people’s  for¬ 
tunes.  My  wish  is  that  the  Year  of  the 
Monkey  will  change  the  fate  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  and  bring  prosperity  and 
wealth." 

"For  this  year,"  says  Mary  Soo  Hoo, 
adding  her  wish,  "I  think  one  of  the 
important  things  I  hope  for  is  to  get 
some  more  Asian  officers  on  the  Bos¬ 
ton  police  force.  With  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  growing  so  fast,  we  definitely 
need  more  officers  in  Boston.  Overall, 
I  just  hope  it  will  be  a  better  year  for  the 
Asian  community  with  more  jobs,  more 
health  and  more  prosperity." 

George  Joe,  first  Asian  member  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee,  expres¬ 
ses  his  New  year’s  wish  for  better 
education.  "Asians,  blacks,  hispanics, 
people  of  color,  represent  about  80%

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A  M  onkey  for  Our  Time 

In  Chinese  folklore,  the  monkey  was  a  clever  hero

February  4th  begins  the  Year  of  the 
Monkey.  As  one  of  the  twelve  animals 
that  symbolizes  specific  characteristics 
of  the  new  year,  the  monkey,  according 
to  the  Chinese,  stands  for  wisdom  and 
intelligence.  This  should  not  surprise 
anyone.  After  all,  monkeys,  our 
primate  cousins,  are  smarter  than  most 
other  creatures. 

Despite  some  negative  feelings 
about  the  monkey,  as  evidenced  by  the 
expressions  "monkey  business"  and 
"he’s  got  a  monkey  on  his  back,"  the 
legendary  Monkey  in  Chinese  litera¬ 
ture  has  become  as  popular  a  hero  as 
an  animal  could  be. 

The  Monkey  legends  remained  ex¬ 
clusively  oral  until  they  were  compiled 
in  the  famous  novel  by  Wu  Cheng-en  in 
the  15th  century.  According  to  the 
story,  long  ago,  on  a  precipitous  slope 
of  the  Mountain  of  Flowers  and  Fruits 
located  in  the  Ao-lai  Kingdom,  an  egg 
began  to  form  on  a  jutting  rock.  Fertil¬ 
ized  by  the  breath  of  southern  breezes, 
the  egg  eventually  hatched  a  stone 
monkey. 

Monkey,  who  displayed  superior  in¬ 
telligence,  soon  learned  many  super¬ 
human  skills  from  an  immortal  who 
taught  him  cloud-hopping,  and  how  to 
change  his  appearance  into  seventy- 
two  different  forms. 

What  is  remarkable  about  Monkey, 
and  useful  for  us  to  remember,  is  that 
the  more  an  opponent  tried  to  weaken 
him,  the  stronger  became  his  resolve 
and  power  to  fight  back. 

Monkey’s  feats  were  truly  astound¬ 
ing:  He  forced  the  Dragon  King  of  the 
Eastern  Seas  to  surrender  the  tide 
gauge,  a  13,500  jin  (1  jin  equals  1/2 
kilogram)  iron  bar,  for  his  formidable 
weapon.  When  King  Yen  Luo,  the 
Master  of  the  nether  world,  took  him  to 
hell.  Monkey  overpowered  the  under¬ 
world  and  crossed  out  his  name  and  all 
other  monkeys’  names  from  the 
register  of  death.  He  then  proclaimed 
himself  to  be  the  Great  Sage  equal  to 
heaven,  and  with  his  powers,  com¬ 
pelled  the  Jade  Emperor  to  grant  him 
the  title. 


Monkey  had  a  gift  for  detecting  an 
enemy’s  subtle  weaknesses.  Instead  of 
using  aggression  against  these  flaws, 
Monkey  used  his  intelligence  to  outwit 
the  oppressor. 

One  of  Monkey’s  favorite  tricks  to 
subdue  a  powerful  enemy  was  to 
change  himself  into  a  type  of  food  in 
order  to  get  into  his  rival’s  stomach.  He 
was  in  trouble  many  times,  but  by  his 
dauntless  nature  he  continually 
emerged  as  the  final  victor. 


Monkey  also  demonstrated  a  model 
of  loyalty.  In  order  to  control  his 
frenetic  nature,  the  master  fastened  a 
gold  brace  on  Monkey’s  head  that 
created  an  intolerable  headache  when 
Tang  San-zang  hummed  an  incanta¬ 
tion.  In  addition,  the  master,  who  could 
not  distinguish  a  human  from  a  demon, 
often  frustrated  Monkey  by  blocking 
his  way  as  he  charged  against  the 
enemy.  He  nonetheless  was  always 
faithful  and  devoted  to  his  mission  -  one 
of  the  Confucian  ethics  that  dominates 
Chinese  history. 

Today,  this  nation  is  deeply  troubled 
by  the  recession.  Just  like  Tang  San- 
zang  who  fell  into  a  demon’s  claw  and 
was  about  to  be  cooked,  we  are 
perilously  close  to  losing  our  economic 
security.  We  need  the  qualities  of  the 
Monkey  -  his  wisdom  and  intelligence 
in  the  form  of  advanced  technology  and 
the  best  economic  strategies  -  to  help 
us  confront  our  own  eighty-one  odd 
difficulties  in  the  months  to  come.

What  is  remarkable  about  monkey, 
and  useful  for  us  to  remember,  is 
that  the  more  an  opponent  tried  to 
weaken  him,  the  stronger  became 
his  power  to  fight  back. 


Monkey  wanted  total  freedom,  and 
was  willing  to  fight  for  it.  When  the 
Emperor  appointed  him  to  only  a 
nominal  position  in  Heaven,  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  an  eye  on  him, 
Monkey  rebelled  by  stealing  ambrosia 
from  the  Banquet  of  the  Gods  and  the 
pills  of  immortality  from  Lao  Zi,  the 
Taoist  God.  By  these  actions,  he  not 
only  achieved  double  immortality,  but 
indestructability  as  well. 


In  response,  the  Emperor  had  to  call 
out  his  entire  imperial  force  with  the 
assistance  from  both  Buddhism  and 
Taoism,  to  bring  Monkey  to  court. 
Monkey  was  caught  but  none  of  the 
Emperor’s  attempts  of  execution  could 
do  any  damage  to  him.  Monkey  was 
then  put  in  Lao  Zi’s  Furnace  of  the 
Eight  Diagrams  in  order  to  have  the 
elements  of  immortality  extracted. 
When  this  was  proved  a  failure,  only 
Buddha  was  able  to  confine  Monkey 


under  the  mountains  transformed  from 
his  hand. 


Five  hundred  years  later  Monkey 
was  freed  so  that  he  could  accompany 
Tang  San-zang,  an  eminent  monk  from 
the  Tang  Dynasty,  on  a  pilgrimage  to 
India  in  search  of  the  authentic  Bud¬ 
dhist  scriptures. 


On  their  way  to  India,  there  were 
eighty-one  difficulties  they  had  to  over¬ 
come.  In  most  episodes,  a  powerful 
demon  would  attempt  to  eat  up  Tang 
San-zang  whose  flesh,  it  was  said, 
would  work  like  the  medicine  of  im¬ 
mortality.  Against  these  difficulties, 
Tang  San-zang  was  pathetically  help¬ 
less.  It  was  Monkey,  with  his  power  and 
wisdom,  who  always  defeated  the 
demons  and  monsters.

Artist  Chau  Li  Tsang,  well 
known  among  Chinese  artists 
for  his  interpretation  of  the 
monkey,  has  provided  us  with 
one  of  his  remarkable  monkey 
portraits  for  this  year’s  Sam¬ 
pan  calendar. 

Tsang’s  title  for  the  work  is 
"Loss  of  Homeland."  The 
painting  expresses  Tsang’s 


own  longing  for  China  and 
Hong  Kong,  he  said. 

Tsang,  who  has  been  paint¬ 
ing  the  monkey  since  1950,  is 
convinced  that  "when  you  get 
older,  you  get  better."  the  key, 
says  Tsang,  is  in  the  fast,  sure 
application  of  a  Chinese  brush 
on  rice  paper. 


Tsang  says  he  uses  fewer 
strokes  than  he  did  when  he 
was.  younger.  The  result  is  a 
stronger,  fuller  portrait  of  the 
subject.  "When  I  use  only  a  few 
strokes,  what  is  left  is  the 
spirit.  My  stroke  is  the  spirit," 
he  says. 

Through  his  subject  of 
choice,  the  monkey,  Tsang  is 
able  to  create  a  world  of 
moods  and  nuances.  Some 
monkeys  are  in  love  and  shy, 
others  are  frustrated  and  ir¬ 
ritable.  In  traditional  Chinese 
style,  T sang  includes  a  poem  in 
calligraphy  to  complement  the 
monkey  portrait. 

One  surprising  three- 
quarter  profile,  which  Tsang’s 
friends  claim  is  really  a  self- 
portrait,  shows  a  somber, 
philosophical  monkey.  The 
poem  accompanying  the 
portrait  tells  how  the  monkey 
prefers  the  warmth  of  animals 
to  cold-hearted  humans.

Tsang  is  a  native  of 
Kwangtung,  China.  He  first 
studied  western  painting  and 
later  became  well-known  for 
his  oil  portraits.  Tsang  then 
turned  to  classical  Chinese 
brush  painting  and  studied 
under  the  master  Shan-shen 
Yang.  His  brush  paintings  of 
monkeys  and  other  classical 
subjects  are  highly  respected 
world-wide. 


Tsang’s  monkey  portraits 
are  on  display  at  the  Chinese 
Culture  Institute,  276 
Tremont  St.,  through  Feb.  27. 
Later  this  year  he  plans  to  tour 
Asia  and  display  his  newest 
paintings. 


Chia  Yang  Khang,  whose 
story  cloth  is  displayed  on  the 
cover  of  this  issue  of  Sampan, 
has  been  creating  fabric  art  in 
the  Hmong  tradition  since  she 
was  a  child.  She  learned 
Hmong  techniques  of 
embroidery,  applique  and 
batik,  which  she  applied  to  the 
creation  of  traditional  cloth¬ 
ing.  The  story  cloth,  however, 
is  a  new  art  form  she  and  other 
women  developed  in  the 
refugee  camps.  The  women 
used  their  sewing  skills  to  cre¬ 
ate  scenes  depicting  their  war¬ 
time  experiences  and  their  life 
back  in  Laos.  The  scene  shown 
here  details  how  the  Hmong 
people  were  driven  out  of  their 


home  in  Laos  and  had  to  flee 
to  refugee  camps  on  the  Thai- 
Laos  border  during  the  Viet¬ 
nam  War. 

"When  I  see  this  story  cloth, 
I  still  remember  when  I  had  to 
move  from  Laos,"  said  Khang. 
She  had  to  flee  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  who  was  a  solider,  and 
their  family  to  a  Thai  refugee 
camp  where  they  lived  for  four 
years  before  coming  to  the 
United  States  twelve  years 
ago. 

Khang  also  uses  the  ethnic 
designs  and  embroidery/ap¬ 
plique  techniques  to  create 
wall  hangings  so  that  her 
children  and  others  can  ap¬ 
preciate  this  traditional  art. 

Khang  teaches  the  Hmong 
technique  to  adults  and 
children,  and  she  gives  lec¬ 
tures  and  workshops.  Khang  is 
a  Master  in  the  Appren¬ 
ticeship  Program  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Refugee 
Arts  Group,  and  has  shown 
her  work  in  a  number  of  group 
shows  in  Massachusetts.
